A beginning may always be made in 
improving the interior of the house, 
and in starting out With the simplest 
kind of furnishing it Is well to have in 
mind a general and more extensive plan 
that jnay gradually be accomplished. 


The foregoing considerations lead the 


Designer to a number of suggestions, 
among them the following, for the 
bouicmaker: 


A collection 
of curiosities often

wis« uninteresting room. In the first 
Illustration the: work of the northwetrt- 
ern Indians is gathered together, the 
blankets servirig.for coverings for the 
floor, divan and wall, the pottery and 
baskets adding variety in .decoration, 
liven the pftlow roll and the covering 
for the small flower table have been 
contributed by small rugs made by the 
JTavajo tribe. The arrangement is 
novel, trat the effect, perhaps, not quite 
•a good as it would have been If less of 
the strong, crude designs had been in- 
troduced. 


The fashion of displaying; collections 


of shells, stones, butterllles and other 
articles on open shelves can be greatly 
Improved upon if a. corner of the room 
is devoted to a wooden cabinet with 
glass doors. The closet may be plain 
or ornate, a satisfactory style being the 
latticework over the glass in diamond 
or rounded patterns. One of the old 
colonial corner china closets may-be 
utilized for the collector advantageous- 
ly.

Button- 
hole tbe circular forms In the corners 
with Persian floes of any desired color 
or colors.

If tbe witching tea hour la the 
appointed time for the meeting of a re- 
fractory committee, do not the ideas 
flow with tbe tea. and under the gruce 
Inspiring Influence of tbe goodly aroma 
do not differences and irrkations steal 
away? If the day is dark and dreary 
and duties press, and yon feel that 
your doll is indeed stuffed with bran, 
try a cup, aiy dear! Tis a great re- 
•torer of serenity, soothing In effect 
like onto a man's after dinner cigar. 
But—alas, there are always "buts"—do 
not rush through, tbe ceremony in a 
"one more thing done" fashion. Let tbe 
busiest woman lay aside her work, re- 
lax body and mind, take an easy chair 
between the softly crackling fire and 
the little table and whether alone or in 
the company of family, friend or book 
sip a tranquilizing cup of the orient's 
best It is blessed "lost time!" 


A fine quality of black tea is consid- 


ered best for general n&a. In-curing 
green tea the leaves are steamed aa 
soon as fathered. In the case of black 
tea the leaves ore allowed to feftueut 
before drying. The result is that the 
finished black tea contains far less tan- 
nin than-the green. The original tea 
leaf possesses an oxidizing principle 
which ia destroyed in the steaming 
process, but which oxidizes the tannin 
daring the caring of black tea and 
gives it its color.. But, whether hyson 
or souchong, orange pekoe or English 
breakfast, do not use cheap tea or 
dusty tea, or tea whose bouquet you 
cannot enjoy. Do not allow it to steep 
till instead of tbe essence and fra- 
grance the deadly bitterness arid black- 
ness are "yours for indigestion." And 
above; all never conduct your gentle 
ministrations with a metal teapot as an 
ally, solid silver excepted. Any other 
metal kettle is permissible for heating 
the water alone. The chemical action 
after the tea is added is what makes 
mischief—and poison. 


A silver tea ball has Its advantages 


for preparing a single cup, but for 
more than that the better-way. Is to 
measure your favorite mixture or 
brand of tea into small cheesecloth 
bags and keep these ready for use in an 
airtight caddy. Find out:* the number 
of cupfuls your teapot holds and allow 
the regulation even teaspoonfnl of tea 
to each cup. For convenience make the 
bags in two sizes, both being large 
enough to give the required amount of 
leaves room to swell. Drop a bag Into 
a hot china teapot or a highly polished 
silver one, add the proper quantity of 
freshly boiling water, else, even with 
the .best quality Of tea, you will never 
succeed lu having it in Its perfection. 
Cover the nose of the pot if you do not 
use a cozy and allow the tea to infuse 
not more than five or eight minutes 
over a very low alcohol flame; then 
with a fork remove the bag of leaves 
and its capacity for harm.

A writer in the Jersey Bulletin ad-

enough to us to keep price* up above 
tlie "moderate price*" the farmers arc 
arilHng to pay, and on the fame pcge 
auothcr writer, who bides some good 
ideas in a volume of words. auy& no 
breeder can sell bull calves short.of 
$100. This may be correyt where a fan- 
cy name, family or strain is at stake, 
says L. W. Lighty in Stockman and 
Farmer, but the fact is that the breed- 
ers of practical dairy stock have found 
it unprofitable to follow such advice. 
Many breeders have learned that there 
is a big demand for utility stock, and 
while the fancy aristocracy go begging 
for a buyer the breeder who advertises 
in the farmers' paper and offers pure 
blood made calves with a line of pro- 
genitors which put in their work at the 
pail and churn finds a ready sale at 
reasonable prices. There are dozens- 
yes, hundreds—of farmers and dairy- 
men who will pay |2S to $50 for a bull 
calf to grade up where there is one who 
will buy a $100 or $200 calf. Where the 
breeder has ready sale for all his calves 
at the prices that the farmer Is willing 
to pay — "moderate prices" — it would 
seem to be more profitable than where 
an occasional one is sold at a fancy 
price It Is difficult for the layman to 
see why* it is not more profitable to sell 
a calf for $35 at eight or ten weeks than 
to veal It a few weeks sooner at $2.50.

Cow. 


' Many, dairymen and others who milk 
cows for profit believe that when a cow 
reaches the age of seven or eight lier 
useful years ajre over and she should be 
replaced by one younger. Other things 
•being equal, this Is a mistake, accord- 
Ing to Dairy and Creamery. A cow 
that has been well cared for, with gen- 
erous rations and pnJper attention, is 
better and will make a more profitable 
return at eight years than: at any ear- 
lier age. She is then in Jier prime aud 
will nipt be considered an old cow until 
fourteen or fifteen yeari have passed. 
Cows with first calves—dt two or three 
yeara —ure generally unprofitable in 
their milk yield, and one really good 
cow between seven and eight years old 
will pay a better revenue than two that 
are performing thelrjorst year's duties 
in tbe dairy herd. ' Moreover, she will 
probably consume but .little .more food 
than one of the younger ones. The fact 
is Worthy th8 consideration of those 
who are dairying for profit 


GroTvina; Demand For Good Coira. 
Four: carloads of cows were shipped 


from Elgin, 111., recently en route to 
Mexico, "whese the owner proposes to 
establish a targe dairy farm. 


Every indication points to a constant- 


ly increasing demand for good cows in 
the future, ^says Hoard's Dairyman. A 
great many dairy farmers are giving 
but a superficial study to this feature 
of their business. Their eyes are too 
much centered oh the raising of a steer. 
There is much less expense in the rais- 
ing of a good heifer to two years of 
age, and the price to be obtained for 
her will .nearly, if not quite, equal that 
of an:airx>rage 'steer of the same'age. 
The fact'- Is. this dairy business is uct 
yet organized for the making of good 
moriey "pn a quarter of the dairy farms 
in the country."; , . 


Good amtl Poor t'ow«. 


Not only cows of different breeds, 


but individuals of the same breed, dif- 
fer widely in the production of milk 
and butter fat Likewise some animals 
are good feeders while- others are light 
eaters. It is uot the amount of food 
consumed, but the marketable product 
given in return, that determines the 
value of a cow. The animal yielding an 
income of $50 with an outlay of §40 for 
feed Is a money saver, while one whose 
cost is $35. but Whose products bring 
only $30, id a money loser. Until the 
products 6f. a cow equal in value tbe 
cost of her feed she is kept at a direct 
loss to the owner.

up with a dairy steer that does some- 
thing wonderful, according to his ac- 
count and then some editor who never 
fed a steer iu his life jumps to the con- 
clusion that dairy cattle ore all right 
aa. beef producers.

sects that are injurious to the orchard, 
but do destroy many insects which are 
of great value to the .fruit grower. For 
instance, this form of trap will catch 
neither the apple tree borer, beetle, 
codlin moth, curculio nor cankerworm 
moths, and these are the four worst 
Insect pests of the orchard. 


If there is any wild live thing, fur 


or feathers, left anywhere in the coun- 
try where we live when spring comes, 
it will be because it stayed under 
ground when the horde of pothunters 
vrere making their Incessant raids. 
The desire to'kill for the sake of kill- 
ing Is more brutally developed under 
our modern civilization than when man 
had to kill in order to live? 


The plat upon which it is proposed to 


grow a crop of onions should be thor- 
oughly prepared the previous year, 
there is nothing better for this crop 
than a piece of new woodland put in 
perfect condition. The nest best thing 
is a well rotted piece of pasture land, 
in any event no weeds should be al- 
lowed to go to seed the previous year. 
The most salable variety for the west- 
ern markets seems to be the Red Globe.

It ccsts as much to raise a 
scrub animal cf ai^y kind as it does to 
ntlse the Ltst, :n:d the difference in the 
selling price is often as much as 100 
per cent. 
It is just the same with 


grains, fruits and vegetables. It really 
pays only ta sow the best seeds. 
Yet how very little care is taken in the 
selection and preparation of the seed! 
The margin of difference bt-tv.-een the 
poor fat steer and the gcod fat steer 
is hardly ever less, than $2 per hun- 
flvedweisht and often as much as $4. 
The difference between a cow which 
makes 123 pounds of butter per year1 
and one which makes 3^3 pounds is the 
difference between a cow wh'ch runs 
you into debt and one which, will bring 
yon in a net p,-c3t of over SoO. The

Why not be 
that one? 


We are asked why the tame apple 


cannot be grafted on the wild crab- 
apple. It can, but not successfully. 
The wild crab is of very dwarfy 
growth, and the apple scion soon out- 
grows its crab stock and is either 
broken off by tho ,wind or perishes for 
want of an. adequate root system to 
supply its needs. The same dirnculty 
occurs to quite an extent when the 
large varieties of tame plums are top 
jworked on (wild plum'-stocks.

Sharp Debates. 


Washington, Jan. 14.—The attend- 


ance in the house galleries today was 
evidence 
of the general interest in 


the proceedings upon the bill provid- 
ing for rebate of the duties on for- 
eign coal for one year.

After some 
preliminary business Mr. Grosvenor 
(Ohio), tor the committee on rules, 
presented a resolution supplemental 
to thatadopted yesterday, directingtlie 
committee on merchant marine and 
fisheries to investigate the coal sit- 
uation. The resolution authorized 
sub-committees, of the ecommittee to 
take testimony. It was adopted. 


Mr. Dalzel (Pa,), from the com- 


tmittee on rules, then presented the 
special rule for the consideration of 
the cool rebate. 


It provided for the immediate con- 


sideration of the bill with provision 
for an hour's debate, at the end of 
•which.' the previous question, should 
be considered as ordered without in- 
tervening imotion.

To Keep EKKI Frenli. 


According to the London Lancet, the 


change In an egg from a fresh to a 
Rtalo condition Is partly duo to a loss 
of moisture und partly to ,1 "disturb- 
ance of equilibrium caused by external 
agencies." This can be avoided and 
the eggs kept fresh, that scientific jour- 
nal alleges, by simply coating the shell 
with grea'.o as soon as it Is laid nnd 
before it has time to cool. Eggs treat- 
ed In this way, the Lancet declares, 
are so well preserved months after 
they are laid that they cannot be dis- 
tinguished from ones newly presented 
by the hen. It is also declared that 
eggs can be kept fresh for six months 
by dipping them as soon as they arc 
token from tho nest In a strong solution 
of silicate of noda, which stops up the 
pores of the shell nnd hermetically seals 
the ogg. If an egg once- gets cold, It is 
of no use to treat it after these recipes, 
for It will then be past preserving.

channel of bacterial invasion of milk 
is the vtax. The teat, as tJiowu in the' 
figure, is a canal surrounded by nius , 
cular walls and clused at the extremity 
by an involuntary sphincter muscle,] 
which varies much in coatractibility in \ 
different animals. Often it is so lax i 
that the pressure of a small amount ot | 
milk in the canal is sufficient to openJ 
It and the ani&ial leaks her milk. In 
other animals it requires a strong ef- 
fort on the part of the milker to draw 
the milk. This canal, with a tempera- 
ture of the animal body and always, 
even after the most complete milking, 
• «nall amount of milk, offers ideal c-on-

ditions for bacterial growth. When 
the animal lies down, be it on the pas- 
ture or in the stable, the udder and 
teats come in contact with dust and 
dirt which are teaming with bacteria. 
It seems, then, reasonable to conclude 
that in case of leaky udders the bac- 
teria adhering to the exterior of the 
teat have easy access to the interior, 
where they meet most favorable con- 
ditions for rapid development 
This 


assumption is borne out by the results 
of many investigations which invaria- 
bly show that cows with leaky udders 
harbor a very large number of bacteria 
in their milk. For this reason such 
cows are discarded from the herd in 
some sanitary dairies. 
On the other 


band, where the sphincter muscles 
close the teat firmly the bacterial inva- 
sion is greatly checked. 


From what has been said it may 


clearly be seen that if cows are al- 
lowed to wade in swamps covered with 
stagnant wat» or lie down on dirty, 
filthy stable floors which are covered 
with excreta, etc., the chances are that 
a comparatively large number of bac- 
teria will be able to enter tlie uddei 
through the teats, a fact which is es- 
pecially true in the Case of cows that 
leak their milk. It is obvious, therefore, 
that the discarding of animals which 
suffer from disease and of cows t}iat 
have leaky udders, the use of drained 
pastures and of clean bedding on the 
stall floor constitute the first step to- 
ward improving the hygienic and keep- 
ing' quality of milk.—Cornell Experi- 
ment Station. 


Road Experience In Snotvtime. 
"In our district we tried shoveling 


through the worst drifts, then put oil 
all available teams to treud down tlie 
snow and make track. The continued 
winds filled the deep cuts, and the 
work had to be done over again. After 
that we went out with teams after 
each blow and tried to keep the tracl; 
on top of the banks as much as possi- 
ble. 
An adjoining district went out 


each morning with a number of teams 
behind one of which a heavy drag was 
hitched. ^This was the best way, I 
think, as it kept the track good width 
and level," says a correspondent of 
Rural New Yorker. 


Another writer remarks: "The wisest 


plan is to remove so far as possible 
the causes of drifting. For this pur- 
pose it is well to cultivate a public 
sentiment in the community that will 
not tolerate fences or hedges that cause 
the snow to drift. In our more pro 
gressive communities we have but few 
•uch fences left, and drifting has been 
reduced to a minimum."

The lime, salt and sulphur wash ig 


almost exclusively relied upon by fruit 
growers on the Pacific coast to keep 
the San Jose scale in check. The first 
eastern aud southern experience with 
this mixture was so unsatisfactory that 
practically the entire* Pacific coast 
practice was condemned as unreliable 
on the Atlantic slope. Further use of it 
seems to be bringing a decided change 
in this opinion. Professor s. A. Forbes 
of Illinois Is credited with saying that 
he is convinced that this lime, suit and 
sulphur wash is as nearly a perfect 
remedial measure against the Sim Jose 
scale insect as we can hope to obtain, 
and Professor Forbes is one of the best 
and most conservative entomologists in \ 
the country. 


Dr. Smith of New Jersey, the well 


known advocate of crude petroleum as 
a scale remedy, has also found en- 
couragement in some of bis experi- 
ments and observations of the experi- 
ence of others toward the use of the 
lime, salt and sulphur mixture under 
some circumstances. In bulletin 162 of 
the New Jersey experiment station he i 
gives the latest results and information ; 
of value to any one who wishes to test! 
the wash, such as the proper way of \ 
making and applying it and the cost of 
tlie mixture. 


Tim* of Application. 


The time of application should be 


late winter or early-spring, before the 
trees have made a start. Any foliage 
on the tree when sprayed will be 
burned and destroyed, though usually 
it will start again from dormant buds. 
Thoroughness in application is essen- 
tial. The wash does not spread like oil 
or soap and kills only where it covers. 
Aa it is white when dry the missed 
places are readily seen and can be 
mended up. A well sprayed tree should 
look as if evenly covered by a coat of 
•whitewash. 


There ia no advantage in spraying 


bwice— i. e., in fall and spring—and 
there may be danger of injury to the 
peach. That the mixture should be 
hot when applied is usually insisted 
upon, but in some instances it has been 
applied cold with quite as good effect. 
Nevertheless, it is safer to use as scon 
as possible after it is made to prevent 
chemical changes. I would advise 
spraying before pruning, unless the 
trees are to be severely cut back. The 
most difficult points to cover are the 
small shoots and tips, and these fre- 
quently carry scales close to the buds. 
In trimming a sprayed tree such missed 
spots can often be cut off. It is also 
easier to cover a mass of shoots than 
sparse switches and takes no more ma- 
terial. 


Ranee of U«e£ulue«», 


It should be fully understood that npt 


even the lime, salt and sulphur wash 
can bring a dead tree to life, nor can it 
prevent the death of any that are so 
badly infested as to be drainetl of .vi- 
tality. Except on the peach this wash 
should not be too much relied upon 
where trees are very thickly incrusted. 
The crude petroleum is much more re- 
liable in such cases, and judgment 
should be used in deciding which mate- 
rial to use. In ordinary hands tlus 
wash is safer than the oil, and in cases 
of moderate infestation is probably just 
as effective. 
It is therefore better 


adapted for general use, except as al- 
ready mentioned. So far as known it 
may be safely applied on auy dormant, 
woody plant and shrub, including the 
small fruits, like currant, gooseberry 
and the like. Before spraying currants 
all the old, badly infested shoots should 
be cut out. 


Timothy on Clover Mcnrtovr. 


A great many successful farmers be- 


lieve in the practice of sowing such 
seeds as timothy some time during 
the winter, so ihat the freezing and 
thawing in the spring will insure a cov- 
ering. 
While this is a satisfactory 


method under certain conditions, yet, 
all things considered, Iowa Homestead 
believes that it is a much better prac- 
tice to sow just as early in the spring 
as the surface soil will work without 
puddling. 


On a clover sod, as soon as the seed 


Is sown, in this case, it is advisable 
to give one or two strokes with the bar- 
row. This may seem at first to work 
a good deal of destruction among the 
roots of the growing crop, which in 
this instance is clover, but experience 
proves that such a stirring of the sur- 
face seldom does harm. We know for 
a matter of fact, says the journal men- 
tioned, that in the case of winter wheat 
a surface harrowing early in the spring 
is very beneficial, and it would be our 
opinion that the same would apply 
where there Is a good stand of clover. 
Where soils are composed of any con- 
siderable portion of sand harrowing 
may not be advisable, but in this case 
if seeding ia delayed until spring the 
roller may be used to great advantage, 
as this will cover much of the seed and 
will also pack down such clover plants 
as have been heaved out during the 
winter.

PREPARING STOVE WOOD. 


Dei!<•<-» For the E«»r Cutting of 


Log* aud Small TiiaWr. 


The sa »v LJS Lecoun,- the accepted im- 


plement for preparing firewood be- 
cause of its slight \v::&te aud its com-1 
parativ«i nult-jeiulemx- of knots as well 
as the greater accuracy of iis work. 
The improved crosscut *>aws of the 
present tjjne arc about as ix'rfcct as it 
is possible to make them, but their 
efficiency depends largely upon having 
them in good order and upon getting 
the work In such a position that-it can 
be done without unnecessary fatigue 
or inconvenience, says L. B. Pierce in 
presenting the following sketches and 
information in the Ohio Farmer: 


Some time ago I had occasion to call 


at a farmhouse in a neighboring town 
•where the father and sou were sawing 
the summer's supply of fuel 
from 


green maple logs. The support for the 
logs, which were from twelve to twen- 
ty inches through, consisted of two 
logs laid near together with two short 
ones across them. The short ones hud 
notches cut in tnem, in which the logs 
to be sawed were laid. This was all 
very good, as It took but a few min- 
utes to arrange such a. support and at 
the last all could be sawed into wood 
and piled away. However, no arrange- 
ment of skids was at baud to get the 
ieavy logs up to the place, but they 
were lifted and blocked and pried up 
by mam strength" until in position. A 
narrow new saw of excellent pattern 
was being used, but the set was entire- 
y out of the saw, and before it had cut 
ts narrow width it was like pulling a 
wagon to get it back and forth. 


In this case the absence of skids and 
ue miserable condition of the saw to- 
ally neutralized the saving by having 
:he work at'a proper elevation. The 
upper figure of the cut shows the ar- 
rangements of supports for sawing logs 
nto stove wood aud, as may be seen, 
con be made from the log pile itself, 
with the exception of the skids, which 
are of similar size and construction to 
;bose used for loading saw logs on to 
rucks. Two logs are placed on the 
ground near enough together to be out 
of the way of the sawyer's feet and

At Longuiont. lu BoulOer conuty, the 


laud is prepared as fur u heat, aud the 
regular drills nre ust-d in sowing peas. 
Two rows of pi-as are sowed, and then 
a space equ.il to tl>at oocniited by two 
rows is skipped, thus leaving nveuty- 
one inches bttw et-ii the double rows> for 
cultivation and irrigation purposes. 


When the grouts begin to appear 


above ground, a harrow is run over 
them for the purpose of removing the 
small weeds*, and this operation is re-: 
peated a number of times during the 
( 


early part of the season. A very small 
per cent of the peas is torn out by this 
process. When the vines become large 
enough, a cultivator is used in throw- 
ing earth up to them. When five to *ix 
inches in height an irrigating furrow 
is made between the rows. The water 
is brought to the head of the rows at 
the highest part of the field by a broad 
lateral from a main ditch of tbirtj- to 
forty feet in width and carrying water 
from a mountain stream. 


The harvesting of peas is begun at 


the time most favorable for best re- 
sults, and regardless of the tew blos- 
soms and flat podded peas all uro 
mowed by a cutter which runs just be- 
neath the ground. Then the hayi-acks 
arrive, and great loads of peas on the 
vines are hauled to the nearby can- 
ning factory and are ready for the 
thrashing operation. This operation is 
done by means of machines construct- 
ed especially for the purpose. 


When the peas are shelled, they are 


put through grading machines which 
sort out the different sizes. The very 
small peas thus obtained represent the 
immature ones. After grading in ibis 
manner they are next parboiled or 
blanched and are then put upon zinc 
lined tables. Here they are looked over 
by a force of girls, who pick out not 
only the occasional old peas or weed 
seeds that may have crept in, but also 
all broken peas. After this operation 
the peas are washed again and are 
then ready to go into cans. 


The filling of the cans is accom- 


plished by machinery- Each machine 
fills twelve cans at one time, and 40,000 
cans are filled in a day. After the cans 
are filled with peas a weak brine Is 
added, and then the capping machines 
are put into service. After capping the 
cans are put into Iron retorts, the lids 
of which are bolted down, and the 
peas are cooked in the cans by steam. 
The labeling is then done by machin- 
ery.

skids, O, iron dog; P, movable pin in 
two legged horse.] 
leveled by scoring a little where the 
crosspieces lie. The crosspieces are 
flattened at the bottom and a notch cut 
on the oppo&ite or top side. At one 
end a rebate is cut-to receive the skid, 
and it is better for fear of accidents to 
tiave the skids spiked to the support. 


Handy on a "Wooded Farm. 


On a wooded farm where sawing is 


likely to be done for a number of yeara 
it will pay to get a couple of dogs like 
O in Fig. 1. They are the same as are 
used in sawmills, and the curved end 
hooks into a staple driven into the bed 
logs. The staple should be driven In the 
outside upper corner of the bed log 
close to the cross log, and if the cross 
log is a foot thick in the clear then 
about twenty-five inches will be about 
right for the entire length of the dog. 
The dog, then, when hooked in the sta- 
ple, would reach to tlie swell of the log 
to be sawed, if the log was large, and 
if small could be inclined diagonally. 
With two dogs an entire log could be 
sawed, dropping each cut as sawed. I 
like to have the bottom of a log I am 
helping to saw at least two feet from 
the ground, said the ground should Lo 
level aud smooth. With rough" barked 
skids siJiteen feet long two men will 
jut up logs weighing more than a ton. 


A Snwhornc For Small Timber. 
Where one has to work up small tim- 


ter which Is all going into firewood I 
find a two legged horso, as shown In 
Fig. 2, a great convenience. Wo will 
take for example a beech tree thirty 
feet high and a foot or so through at 
the butt. It is sawed down and the 
branches trimmed off. The horso Is sot 
close by the trunk a dozen feot from tJic 
tip, and with handspikes the trunk is 
sheved along the horse until the pin (A) 
is reached, which is removed and the 
trunk shoved by, when It is replaced. 
The butt lying upon the ground ele- 
vates the tip to a good sawing height, 
and, commencing at the tip, length aft- 
er' length is dropped until the horso ia 
reached, the lengths having previously 
been marked, commencing at the butt, 
so that there will be no unnecessary 
sawing at the last If the log Is light 
enough, one man lifts on the tip while 
the other moves the horse eight feet or 
more and some more sawing Is done; 
then, by Laving a second horse, the butt 
is finished, tho log being held to its 
place by one end of a heavy stir r. being 
upon it. By having tho legs uf the 
horiica removable the outfit may b» 
Inld nwny In the burn and can be kept 
lu good condition foi years.

What longer pole is arranged to act as 
a lever by means of a rope or chain, as 
shown, or a clevis. The ice tongs are 
attached to large end of lever by a rope 
or chain, and a channel is cut in the ice 
in which the blocks of ice are floated 
up to the hoisting device and quickly 
and easily lifted to .wagon or sled. 


When cutting ice, the farmer should 


first take a measure of his icehouse and 
then endeavor to cut the cakes so that 
they will come out just right and fill 
the house both ways to where he wish- 
es to leave space for sawdust. Cut 
cakes as large as convenient to handle, 
taking care to preserve the proper di- 
mensions, as mentioned, and have each 
cake cut straight and plumb. Lay down 
a board and mark where to saw. For 
those putting away ice on a large scale 
the question of tools Ss important, but 
with a couple of pairs of tongs and an 
ordinary crosscut saw the balance of 
the outfit can be dispensed with by the 
farmer who wishes only enough ice for 
bis own use. 


Clan Sa»I» and Cheap Cloth Cover* 


For Cold Frame*. 


In answer to inquiries on the subject 


of hotbeds a Rural New Yorker writer 
gives information as follows, includin; 
the way to make cheap frames cov- 
ered with cloth: 


Tho glass sash will cost upward of $2 


apiece at present high prices, but other 
devices will answer for the cold frames. 
Decide just how many sash you can 
use to advantage, then make the hotbed 
to fit the number of sash you can af- 
ford. They will peihaps be 3 feet 2 
inches In width by 3 feet G inches in 
length. This Is a convenient size, but 
you can get nearly any desired size. 
Make a bed to fit the number of sash, 
and the cheapest way is to make the 
sides of inch lumber a foot wide and 
ends of same. Cut four 2 by 4 corner 
posts twelve Inches in length, and nail 
side and end boards firmly to the posts. 
Cut 1 by 3 inch strips as long as the 
bed is wide, and let them into the side 
boards even with the top. You will re- 
quire one less than the number of sash 
- i. e., if you have four sash, you 
will require but three of these sash sup- 
ports. They must be placed eiosswise 
of the bed, even with the top of the side 
boards, at such distance apart Hint the 
edges of two sash will rest upon one 
support. They are simply rafters upon 
which the sash must lap and rest edge 
to edge. Nail a strip of the same mate- 
rial on the outer side of each end of the 
bed extending one inch above end 
boards, also a strip along olie side in 
same manner. These will hold the sash 
firmly in place and prevent slipping or 
blowing off. This Is about the cheapest 
style of hotbed and will answer every 
ordinary purpose fairly well. 


The cold frames can be made in the 


same way and may be covered far 
cheaper than with glass. For these 
covers take 1 by 2 Inch strips as long 
as the bed is wide. Cut the end strips 
Just three feet wide and halve the cor- 
ners of the frame together and fasten 
with screws or wire lath nails and 
clinch them. Cut a center brace to fit 
inside measure of frame crosswise and 
toenail it In. Cover the frames with 
medium or heavy weight sheeting or 
better known as musllu in your local- 
ity. Stretch tightly and tack closely

THE "AFTER" MILKING. 


A Proarre»«lvc Danluli Idea—Manipu- 


lation of the Udder. 


The degree of productive activity In 


the udder represents the milk profit in 
a cow. That the amount of inilk se- 
cured depends to some extent en skill- 
ful milking has long been recognized. 
Now the scientists go a step further 
and recommend a systematic manipula- 
tion of the udder after the ordinary 
milking to increase the milk production. 
At the Wisconsin station a practical 
test has been made of this interesting 
theory of manipulation as well as of 
tho efficacy of thorough milking. 


From a summary of results given by 


Professor Noel in bulletin No. 00 it ap- 
pears tnat there was in Ibis experi- 
ment a considerable and daily gain 
from manipulation and that this gain 
was maintained all through the period 
of lactation. 


Aside also from manipulation. v?hich 


Is not always practicable for the ordi- 
nary dairyman, the difference in work 
done by different milkers is brought out 
strongly. In several cases one milker 
did his work so much better than the 
others in the same herd as to be worth 
nearly $10 a month more to the ownci 
on account of .the larger yields of milk 
and fat which he obtained. 


In the university herd the average 


daily productiou of milk from twenty- 
four cows was Increased through tna 
nipulation by 4.5 per cent .(range 3.0— 
30.2 per cent for individual cows) as 
the result of a milking experiment con- 
tinued for four weeks, the average gain 
in milk being a pound and in fat .00 
pound per head per day. 


The largest amount of milk obtained 


from a cow by the manipulation nieth- 
od after the regular milking wab done 
was 5.5 pounds per day and the lowest 
.20 pound. The corresponding figures 
for fat production were 04 and '.02 
pounds. The former figure is consider- 
ably above the average total dully pro- 
duction of cows in this or other states 


The greater portion of tho galua ob- 


tained came through lack of caro on 
the part of the regular milkers, as tUe 
cows were not milked perfectly clean. 
But even in herds where the milkers 
did their work well there were always 
one or more cows which gave an In 
crease of nearly a pound of milk and 
one-tenth of a pound of butter fat by 
the manipulation method. 


The milk obtained by the manipula 


tlon method la similar in composition 
to that of "strlpplngs."
